LOS ANGELES--i/l'i—The fury of a 


death-dealing storm abated in south- 
ern California Thursday, leaving a 
hundred .stricken communities fight- 
ing the ravages of flood waters and 
counting the mounting loss of lives 
and property. 


Eighteen persons were known to 


be dead, and at least 18 others were 
missing in the surging storm waters

drownings 
at 
scattered 


points were reported as torrents tore 
away bridges, swept clown streets into 
homes and stores and inundated many 
densely populated sections. 


Elderly Victim Rescued 


Three of those hurled into the raging 


Los Angeles river from a 300-foot pe- 
destrian bridge which gave was as 
they watched the waters below, were 
rescued. 
Admiral Claude Bloch told 


Long Beach police that an elderly 
nvin was rescued by a shore boat of 
the battleship Utah three miles at sea. 
He bad grasped a timber from the 
collapsing1 bridge and was catapulted 
into the ocean by the raging current. 
The river, ordinarily dry, was flow- 
ing at a rate of 20 miles an hour. 


In Seaside hospital at Long Beach 


were Lloyd Folkstead, 26, and Wil- 
liam Munholland, 48 of Long Beach, 
suffering from exposure after they 
were picked up by naval shore boats.

lice expectantly awaited a "break" 
Thursday in the case of Peter Levine, 
12, missing a week today, as reports 
persisted that a contact had been 
made with the supposed kidnapers. 


A note in, the schoolboy handwriting 


of Levine, 12, begging "dad" to pay out 
the ?GO,000 ransom" demanded, turned 
up as the father continued his efforts 
to communicate with the abductors. 


"Dear dad," he wrote, "please give 


these men the money. I have a bad 
cold. Peter."

This, the boy's first known com- 


munication with 
his 
father, was 


scrawled on the back of a third ran- 
som letter, reported on good authority 
to have been found on a vacant lot 
adjoining 
the synagogue of Rabbi 


Abraham Nowak. 


The rabbi declined to discuss this 


latest ransom demand, which in- 
structed thefalher, Murray Levine, a 
Fifth avenue (New York) lawyer, to 
drop a package of bank notes of ?10, 
?20, $50' and ?100 denominations,. at 
the base of a street light pole in. the 
Bronx. 


Levine was understood to be consid- 


ering a third public appeal, by radio, to 
"those who may be holding my boy;" 
A^ain he expressed hope that the au- 
thorities would leave him ..with an 
entirely free hand to negotiate; again 
he denied there had been any sub- 
stantial progress. 


Two methods for payment of the 


ransom have been suggested. In a 
communication the kidnapers were 
represented as having put forward a 
melodramatic scheme by which Levine 
emissaries were to make marks with 
green chalk upon a New York city 
elevated train pillar as a signal that 
the family was ready to pay.

"After a thorough investigation and 


with all the evidence before it, the 
grand jury did not indict Mrs. Kelly," 
said Prosecuting Attorney Byron Good- 
son ''The grand jury reported a "no 
bill" which is, in effect, a refusal to 
indict.'' 


Under Arkansas 
law, 
subsequent 


grand juries might investigate the 
case until three years elapsed from 
the date of the shooting, Goodson said.

of Hope is designated as State High- 
way No. 67, through said City, and the 
traffic thereon is very heavy; and 


WHEREAS, the parking of automo- 


biles and or placing obstructions on 
the right-of-way of said street from 
the point where said street intersects 
Washington Avenue to the West boun- 
dary line of the City of Hope. Ar- 
kansas, renders traffic thereon ex- 
tremely dangerous to life and prop- 
erty; 


NOW. 
THEREFORE. BE IT OR- 


DAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF HOPE. ARKANSAS: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 


any person, to park an automobile, 
wagon, or other vehicle and or place 
any obstruction on the right-of-way 
of Third Street from the point where 
said street intersects Washington Ave- 
nue to the West boundary line of the 
City of Hope.
